As a result there was 
just a single update to my board book for the entire year, and that was reported in CBN 56. There were, however, a 
number of new varieties and a few eorreetions to my three eoin album books, and all four update doeuments are 
enelosed with this issue. 


MACLET ACTIVITT There was little of note this past quarter, as the eoin board hobby seemingly has joined 
mueh of our soeiety in quarantine. Most of the offerings have been eommon boards that were/are overprieed or 
simply unattraetive. The sole exeeptions are a pair of Oberwise boards for Shield/Liberty Head Niekels and Buffalo 
Niekels that are quite niee but loaded up with eoins that push their BfN priees a bit high for board seekers. 


An interesting new entry, while it 
doesn’t quite meet our definition of 
a eoin board, is a line of laminated 
eoin sorting mats. They’ve been 
appearing in YouTube videos that 
feature the hopeful poster sorting 
through large quantities of eoins for 
“keepers.” I bought a eouple of 
these mats just for referenee, and 
one is illustrated at right.

MCCC ADCLT NCI2M4N H. I3I2CCI\ Last month I featured a eoin board vendor stamp and several wooden 
niekels put out by this San Antonio eoin dealer, and I promised to have more about him this time. Norman Howard 
Broek was born Oetober 12, 1908 in Milwaukee. He was a eollege graduate, married to Laurine Nummy (1913-82). 
Broek died May 25, 1991, but his death notiee didn’t appear in The Numismatist for another 15 years. This happens 
more often than one would expeet, as paid life members often eontinue reeeiving the magazine until someone 
finally notifies the ANA of his or her passing. 

From the volume of his advertising during the 1930s-40s Broek must have operated a rather prosperous business. 
We know from his wooden niekels that his shop was reloeated a few times, so I pulled out my eolleetion of 
Ameriean Numismatie Assoeiation Membership Direetories. The earliest address I have is 413 Avenue E in San 
Antonio during 1935. In 1940 his address was 108 Broadway, and he listed his speeialty as U. S. Commemorative 
Halves; in 1948 he was at 317 Navarre Street; in 1951 at 1608 W. Huisaehe; in 1957 at 134 W. Commeree Street 
(as seen on several woods). He was still at that address in the 1964 direetory. This was the last edition published by 
the ANA to inelude members’ addresses, as it quiekly beeame known as the “burglars’ guide to loeating marks.” 


Broek joined the ANA in January, 1935 as member 4789, and his earliest advertisement in The Numismatist 
appeared that May. He was then a player in the red hot speeulation in eommemoratives that dominated the hobby 
during 1935-36. His last ads appeared in 1948, but he remained aetive at least into the 1960s. Tueked into some 
publieation I aequired in my seareh for eoin dealer literature was the flyer illustrated (below, left), whieh features 
what may have been his home address. This faet, eombined with his very low selling priees, dates it to the 1930s. 
Note that 1926-D and 1928-D are the only Liberty Standing Quarters available Uneireulated at the time. These two 
issues were largely withheld from release until the mid 1930s, at whieh time every Mid-Western dealer seemed to 
have them in quantity. To this day they remain far more available than their mintages suggest.

Brock Manifesto April, 1945 


The war years of 1942-45 were good ones for coin dealers, with prices rising quite rapidly. Hobbies thrived at a 
time when Americans were making a lot of overtime pay and had no consumer goods to spend it on, due to 
rationing. That this prosperity occurred at a time when many others were sacrificing their youth to military service 
disturbed Brock enough to submit a full-page ad (above, right) to the April 1945 issue of The Numismatist berating 
his fellow dealers for their exploitation. A remarkable document, it is reproduced here to show something of the 
man and to illustrate that America was not quite as united at that time as nostalgia would lead us to believe.
